INSTEAD, THIS assessment
is being computed - lectronic-
ally, at a ratio of from 4 to
10 per cent of the assessed val-
uation of your residential im-
provement,

(“Residential improvement,”
is assessors’ language for one's
living space, whether house or
apartment., The household
furnishings, regardless of who
owns the particular residence.
Landlords will be provided
with forms to designate owner-
ship of furnishings of their
rental units.)

In general, the new assess-
ment method works like this:

THE PERCENTAGE ratio op-
erates in an ascending scale ac-
cording to the assessed valua-
tion of the residence; starting
